HIS Britannic Majesty's Ambassador has been requested to bring the following 
to thie notice of the Secretary of State. ‘ 

Some months ago the British Chargé d’Affaires in Persia informed Sir Austen 
Chamberlain that he feared that the United States Minister was labouring under = 
misconception with regard to the policy of His Britannic Majesty's Government 
towards Persia, He wrote that Mr. Phillip, in the course of a friendly conversation 

hi him, had stated that both he and Dr. Millspaugh, the head of the American 

ancial Mission in Persia, had been given to understand by Sir Percy Loraine. 
former British Minister in'Tebran, that His Majesty’s Government would take 
steps to prevent the introduction of American capital into Persia. ‘This misconcep- 
tion appeared to Sir Austen Chamberlain to be of such a fundamental and 
unfortunate character that ine was at once informed of the contei 
of Mr, Nicolson’s despatel statement of Mr. Phillip was reported 
and Sir Austen Chamberlai able to inform Mr. Nicolson immediately that 
Sir Perey Loraine was amazed to find that any such statement had been attributed 
to him aud as quite unable to understand low such a misconception could have 
‘urisen Sir Austen Chamberlain stated at the same time that this belief of any 
objectio,, on the part of His Majesty's Government to American investments in 
Pérsia hore no resemblance to any instruction which had been given to Sir Perey 
Lorame or to Sir Perey’s own ideas on the subject. 

In view of this apparently inexplicable misconception in the minds of 
Mr, Phillip and Dr, Milspaugh; Six Esme Howard has buen desired t0 submit to 
Mr, Kellogg the following explanation with regard to the policy which His Majesty's 
Government are endeavonring to pursue in Persi 

As may be readily understood, the primary objects of His Majesty's Govern 
mnont in their relations with Persia are: First, the defence of legitimate British 
interests and the protection of the lives and property of British subjects. Secondly, 
the sifoty and integrity of His Majesty's Dominions, especially those of the Indian 
Empire; and, thirdly, the maintenance of treaties now in force. Tt is obvious that 
the existence of a stable, orderly, progressive and friendly Persia is an import 
factor in the furtherance of these ends, His Majesty's Government are convinced 
that policy of good relations with Persin is the one best calculated to serve these 
purposes, ‘Phoy have recognised, and do recognise, the independent. and sovereign 
status of Porsin, and are, therefore, unable, as they are unwilling, to inte 
‘actively or directly in the course of events in Persia or in shaping the institutions 
policies of that country, ‘This fact does not, however, bar them from doing, whiat 
they: cu through His Majesty's Legation to stimulate and encourage such elements 
in Persia as may be sincerely striving for the welfare of the country and its better 
Government, 

Were Persia to fall either physically or morally under the domination of « 
foreign and possibly hostile Power, tho purposes which His Majesty's Government 
have in view would be threatened with defeat, ‘They do not, however, sock for 
themselves any such dominant position, nor do they wish to assume the responsibility 
for adiinistering one single square mile of Persian territory, and they are convinced 
that the best way to avoid these pitfalls lies in adhering firnily to the policy of good 
and friendly relations indicated above. 

Following along this line of policy it may be noted that His Majesty's Govern- 
ment have withdrawn from the ports on thé Persian Gulf their troops originally

Law duthorising the Construction of a Railway between Khor Musa—Mohommerah— 
Bandar-i-Goe passed by the Majlis on the 4th Esfand, 1305 (February 24, 1927). 


(Translation,) 

"Article 1, ‘The National Assembly authorises the Government to start 
construction of the Khor Musa-Mohammerah—Bandar-i-Gez Railway via Hamadan— 
‘Tehran from both ends along the ¢racé fixed by the engineers after careful survey. 
Preliminary measures for this should be taken immediately after the approval of 
this Act, Z 

‘Art. 2. ‘The Government is authorised to purchase the materials required for 

the said railway, either at home or from abroad, after the publication of a notice 
calling for tenders according to the Law of General Accounts from the foreign or 
fiternal construction companies whose terms may be the most. advantageous to the 
interests of the State, 

Note 1.—The Government will submit a Bill for yearly expenses every year in 
‘novordance with this act, and after. the sanction of the sums by the Majlis 
they will be spent tinder the supervision of the Finance Ministry like other 
public funds, 5 

Note2-—In case it becomes necessary that the railway should cross private 
‘properties the Government is obliged to pay the value of the required land 
fat a reasonable price. 


‘Art, 8. The construction of the said railway will be in accordance, with the 
map mado by the railway expert engaged in accordance with the authority of the 
Majlis, under his supervision and with the direction of the Government. 

‘Art. 4, An amount of 4,500,000 tomang will be earmarked out of the sugar and 
toa monopoly funds for the construction of an iron smelting works. ‘The amount 
‘will be spent within « period of fiye years from the beginning of the year 1306 (the 
Bond Mareh, 1027), independently of the railway construction. 

Note 1—Credit for the expenses in each of the above-mentioned. years will be 

‘secured in accordance with a separate Bill, which will be submitted to the 
Majlis. and put into effect after its ratification. 

Note 2——All expenses for the iron-smelting works will be made under the 

control of the Finance Ministry. 

Note 3—Any part of the second article of the law of the 20th Babman, 1804 

(ie; uh, Janansy, 1026), ‘and also of article 9 of the law of the 9th 
Kkhurdad, 1804 (the 80th May, 1925), which might be contradictory to the 
purports of this article are cancelled, 


‘Art, 5: The Government sliall cause other main routes to he mapped by the 
technical experts within a period of three years after the ratification of this law 
‘and to submit them gradually’ to the Majlis in order of importance, 

‘Art, 6; Notices for tenders must be published by the Persian Legations in the 
local. press of all the countries producing the necessaries of railway construction. 
‘Phe period for the bids must not be less than six months after the publication of the 
nations ‘and the commission fees usually paid must be added to the capital of the 
railway. 

"Att, 7. (The Ministries of Finance and Public Works are commissioned to put 
into effect ‘this law within the limits of their powers.

1, THE General Officer Commanding the Eastern Division is now making a 
tour through the Eastern Turkoman country. ‘The object of the tour is to establish 
relations with the Turkoman chiefs, to'show the Persian flag, and so counteract the 
‘Attempts of Bolshevik agents to disturb the tribes. It is reported that the majority 
of the chiefs who fled to Russia after the Persian operations of 1925 have now 
returned, with few illusions regarding the blessings of Soviet rule.

2, ‘The merchants of Gilan are now threatening to take forcible measures to 
prevent the importation of Russian goods unless they soon have definite news of the 
favourable progress of the negotiations for a commercial convention now being 
conducted in Moscow, ‘The military authorities in Gilan haye been instructed to 
Keep the merchants in check: 


Azerbaijan. 

3, During the latter half of April troops were despatched from Tabriz and 
other garrisons of Azerbaijan towards Sauj Bulagh, The number is not definitely 
known, but probably does not exceed 500, ‘These movements are probably connected 
ith the precautionary measures being taken by the Persian Government to ensure 
the submission of the Pizhdar tribes in the event of their attempting to return to

T SEE from your telegram of the 27th April that the Persiaus have started the 
attack on the Capitulations, It is not altogether easy to send you concrete instances of 
the ineflicioney and corruption of the “Adliyeh,” as, of course, no casea in which British 
subjects are concerned havo ever been tried by tho Adliyeh hitherto, and it is dificult 
to get anyone here to quote concrete cases, though they aro ready enough to abuse the 
institution in general terms, I am, howe ing some enquiries, and hope to be 
able to send an official reply to your telegram by next post, 

Tt seems to me, however, that the Persian demand is somewhat untimely ; thoy 
have closed all tho courts in’ Persia because they aro admittedly so inefficient and 
corrupt, and before they have put anything better in their place thoy ask foreiya 
subjects to accept their jurisdiction. “They lave really supplied the answer to tho 
demand themselves. Another strong argument which it seems to me that one can 
advauce in such cases is that tho criminal provisions of Mahommedan Taw are uttorly 
‘opposed to the principles of justico and equity universally accepted among all civilised 
peoples, and I do not imagine that anyone in Tehran would admit that the hand of a 
thiot should be cut off or that o murderer should be delivered. over to the nearest 
relative of the murdered man to wreak his vengeance on or not us he chose. We have 
after all had two recent cases of this ia Afghanistan, namely, the Sauer case and the 
Piperno case, I am not aware whether in Tehran the ecclesiastical courts exorcise 
much jurisdiction. In Meslied, however, a ‘very large number of cases go to the 
eligios courts at some time or other during the course of the proceedings; and 
it would seem essential that Persia should eliminate the jurisdiction of religious courts 
‘entirely, at any rate, in cases where foreign subjects arc concerned, and substitute 
code in conformity with the accepted principles of modern jurisprudence before 
endeavouring to abolish the Capitulations. 

_From the purely Indian point of view I see no reason for extra-territorial jurist 
diction. I was for five years in Bunder Abbas, where there are a large number of 
Hindu merchants from Sind tfading between Bunder Abbas aud Kerman, ‘These 
traders have been trading there for at least a century, probably much longer; anyhow, 
they. were established there long before we had any consuls or Capitulations in Pot 


Rae a ee 
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‘anil earried out their business quite successfully without either. In this. part of 
Persia the Indian community consists, speaking generally, of seditious and litigious 
Sikh petty traders and dishonest motor drivers, located chiefly at Duzdap; while the 
partners of Mohamed Ali Brothers, the leading Indian traders of Seistan, are at present 
‘under trial-at Karachi for counterfeiting coin. Of course, the case of Europeans in 
Persia is very different, and one cannot unfortunately differentiate between the two.

WITH reference wo your circular telegram No. 6 of the 27th ultimo, I have the 
honout to report that before the institution of the Adliyeh Court litigants were in 
the habit of laying their case before one of the mujtabids, who numbered four or five 
in abn, and who wore generally rivals. This rivalry bad its good points, for & 
mujtahid would be careful to secure for himself a reputation asa just man, if for 
no other reason, for fear of otherwise losing his clients. Surrounding the mujtahids 
‘wore a set of rascals known as “'mahkama shagirds”” (court apprentices), who were 
the mouthpieco of the plaintiff and the defendant before the mujtabid. ‘They were 
‘enorally 1n collusion, and fleeced both the defendant and the plaintiff as Tony as 

they eould do 90, 

9, When the Adliyeh Court came into being these persons were renamed 
vakils, lawyers, but the new name made no difference, to their ways, On the 
Contrary, the raais, judges, who generally number three in each of the two Bidayet 
Courts at Tabriz, have not the standing of the mujtahids nor a reputation such as 
ie alton enjoyed by the religious heads of the community, and between them the 
Judges and the lawyers have trom the very beginning brought the institution of the 
Waliyen into syel dietepnte that the people prefer not to have recourse to the courts

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3, Far more important, therefore, than actual cases, where, through inetliciency 
and corraption, the Adliyeh Court of Shiraz has failed to render common justice, are 
the limitations of the authority of any Persian court in Fars, whatever temporarily 
edifying and so-called “reforms” may be announced (Persian character being 
unreformed), May L allude to a few of these defects? 


(a) The authority of the Persian Government and its officials does not in 
practice run over large tracts of the province; they are powerless to bring criminals 
to justice from those regions, or to apprehend fugitives in them 

‘In the past six years not more than ten executions have taken place, and those 

either by sentence of a so-called '' Military Court,”’ or on military authorisation 
without tlie formality of a court; the Adliyeh Court had, indeed, no power beyond 
Alife sentence; im how few cases has that sentence been given, and how few prisoners 
retained in prison for any length of time! Yet in that period not less than, 200 
persons have boon murdered in various parts of Fars, including the immediate 
Vicinity of Shiraz, For instance, in the past year six persons have been killed 
resulting from attacks on motor-ears; in March and early April, 1927, five or six 
Ppraans wery dane to death on or just ff the main road between Kunar Talchteh and 
Rushive, Almost without exception no attempt had been made in these cases by the 
‘Adliyeht Court or the Provincial Government to apprehend, or even identify, the 
Grimmnils, Take the case of the murder of Mr. G. R, Cox on the Bushire-Shiraz, 
tond in 1924; under great pressure from Sir P. Loraine the Persian Government 
eventuilly had the untderer arrested, but, he was never tried to my knowledge by 
either 4 civil or military. court 

‘he only excuse which a local pleader could offer, when admitting this grave 
dofoot to me'in the course of conversation, was that there were no police, no” justices 
of! the peace,” no officials empowered to interrogate in country places or districts, 
indeed, anywhere in the 100,000 square miles of this province outside Shiraz; 
therefore, At was, impossible for the Adliyeh Court to take cognisauce of murders 
and critnes committed outside the urban area, 

(b) Some seven branches of law have hitherto been reserved for the 
Courts, and the Adliyeh has no jurisdiction among them; “Nika” (marriage);

(0) Commercial cases have never, or on very rare occasions, been heard in the 
Adliveh Court of Shiraz duxing the tom years or so of its existence, so Tam 
‘authoritatively informed, for the reason that Persinn merchants resort to compromi 
Amnong themsdlves rather than place their interests in the power of a court in which 
they finye 10 confidence and which has such a bad reputation in the branches of law 
Wath which it has so far dealt, Neither judges nor pleaders in Fars have any real 
Tusiness knowledge, and no acquaintance at all with the practice and usages. of 
intornational trade, Not that the Persian traders of Fars are so upright in their 
dealings that the intervention of a court of justice is superfluous, or that. the 
compromises arranged aro just and sound-—on the contrary, for breach of contract, 
fraud, misappropriation, repudiation. of debts and signatures, and downright 
trickery, the Shirazi trader has a worse name than his. compatriots in other 
proviness; no European ot foreign merchant is really safe in dealing with them 
Phot thanon a cash basis. Over twenty years’ practice in Kargizarate Courts bas 
chown me that it i@ enough for any, Persian trader to decline to pay a debt, or for 
frovds ordered; he may not have a tittle of right, and be merely out to defraud, yet 
Hissther Persian meichants nominated by him and the complainant to arrange a 
celtloment, or act as “assessors,” will, in 99 cases out of the 100, suggest 
payment of half the indebtedness, more of Tess, as a compromise.

Xevertifis failure to say definitely whether a plaintiff is in the right or wrong has 
inflicted untold damage on Persian. commerce and credit 
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In the town of Shiraz, the Provost-Marshal (Kala-begi) and his satellites arrest 
and confine civilians on their own initiative, even without order from an officer. Tn 
recent case, British subjects, Messrs. Mofintt and Cross, were taken from the 
former's residenco, soverely assaulted and beaten by the military police in the 
presence of a croyrd in the streets, before knowledge of the incident was communicated 
to the Karguzarate or consulate 

No soldier or officer transgressing the rights of the population or civil laws is 
taken before the Adliyeh Court, ‘They are above and outside the civil law, it would 
seem u grave defect, which is recognised by Persian officials and all thinking folk.

‘he press of Shiraz in, 1926-27 has frequently complained of taxation being 
collected by officials of the Finance Department, contrary to laws of the Majlis and 
vores of their own Ministry of Finance, merely because it suited the provincial 
Girectors and their subordinates to ignore or postpone the execution of such laws 
‘and decrees in order to swell their receipts and show their independence of control. 
‘The taking of grazing tax, banderolle on opium, &e, (vide Shiraz despatches Nos. 57, 
58, 67, 77 of 1926) may be cited, 

‘Similarly, there is no redress. from the exigencies of tax-collectors in or outside 
the town, ‘he Adliyeh Court las had no, powers to protect the rights of the 
individual citizen, and hear any complaint against the Finance Department. Indeed, 
as the paper Tatas” No, 40, of the 12th Kebruary, 1027, pointed out my 
despatch to you No, 24 of the 21st March, 1927—Dr. Millspaugh created a tribunal 
in the Ministry of Finance to which alone complaints against the acts of the Ministry 
and its employees may be referred, and apparently obtained the sanction of the 
Majlis to the removal of all such matters from the purview and powers of the civil 
courts, 

This n'a mater of vast importance for the security of the foreigner. If the 
Finance Department is to be itself the judge of the actions of its agents, the foreigner, 
who cannot employ the methods which often Persians can bring into play to avoid or 
Initigate oppression, would be entirely at its mercy. One need only consider. the 
‘application of m Persian income tax law to unprotected foreign subjects and firms 
taerealise the grave. prejudice which would certainly arise from absence of 
Gisinterested legal process and judgment, and the handicaps under which foreigners 
{vould labour compared with Persian subjects, and the methods of venality and 
evasion at the command of the latter.

Following many similar cases, an incident has occurred at Shiraz where the 
minicipality has destroyed part of a house and walls of a garden near the consulate 
tinder the pretext of widening a road, Complaint by the Persian owner to Tehran 
brought back the reply. that, as the Governor-General. and Council of Heads of 
Departments had approved the destruction and expropriation of part of the garden, 
the Government sayno reason to interfere. No compensation paid. nor in previous 
‘eases has it been paid, for the resources of the municipality are insufficient 

‘An Englishman is owner of a house at Shiraz, in which he lives, in a str 
the military authorities, for their own convenience, have caused the muni 
to widen by indiveriminate destruction of neighbouring property without compensa~ 
tion. ‘They covet part of the Englishman's house, which makes an angle in, the 
strest. Only the protection of his consulate hts prevented similar action against him. 
‘No redress is obtainable in such cases through the Adliyeh Department. Were 
consular protection removed, and the Adliyeh Court ‘still unable to summon, convict 
and adjndge compensation against the ‘municipality, the property of no foreigner 
aiid We safe, The municipality is not even impartial to such acts; they are usually 
Wivortaken to please an interested party or influential personage. 














Police. 

Tt is to be noted that the civil police are a quasi-military force and subordinated 
to the Military Command, taking their orders direct from the Governor-General or 
{2s General Oiicer Commanding, not on summons or warrants from the courts.. Here 
tn'shitay, too, the military police take action in respect to the civil population 
independently. of the civil police.

{HAVE the honour to report that on receipt of your instructions to send you & 
report on the working of the Adliyeh Department in this district, with details of 
tikes of inefficiency and corruption in its working, I made a point of visiting several 
Gf the more important native inhabitants of this city and enquiring their views on 
the subject. ‘These gentlemen, all with one consent, agreed that the lately closed 
‘Adliyeht Department was os corrupt. and inefficient as it was possible for, any 
departinent to be—even in Persia, One wealthy landowner went so far as to say 
{at it would be practically impossible to find any case where anyone had ever 
obtained justice through it, at any rate not without the expenditure of vast sums 
on bribery, and corruption, When asked, however, to mention any special eases of 
THanifest injtstice of which they Were cognisant, these gentlemen, as was to. be 
expected, became more reticent and vague, But T heg leave to enclose a list of a few 
Ghithe more glaring cases which have been brovght to my notice, withont, however, 
Heing ina position to vouch for the accuracy of the details therein coutained 

Be ARother point which has been brought to my notice in this connection is 
the fact that, haedly without exception all the judges, advocates and others connected 
{vith the Adliyeh, ave known to be rich men, and possessed of cash and property out 
Of all proportions to that which they could possibly have amassed from their salari 
or emoluments alone, A list of these will be found in Enclosure No. 2 to this 
despatch,

In the “Shafag-eSurkh’’ of the 
13th May, 1927, an article trom “Asia” is quoted apparently with approval, in 
which the work of the American and Anglican missions is praised, especially in 
connection with schools and hospitals. It says: “ The best and most useful schools 
are those carried on by foreigners. ... . . They divided Persia into two spheres fifty 
years ago, the northern sphere under the auspices of the American mission, and the 
southern under the auspices of English missionaries, ‘These two groups have 
established hospitals and schools in their respective spheres; but, notwithstanding 
that the standard of teaching in Persia is low, still it may be reckoned as a sign for 
the future progress of Persia.”

Av is impossible to avoid cousidering the course of events in ‘Turkey, where reat 
nealsictisnathave bene placed on missionary work in schools and colleges. It is 
probably ‘true that for a time at least Persia will follow the same example, As 
witness the recent injunction of the Isfahan Ra’is-e-Mo'aref as to religious 
instrtiction ih schools. “But those who have experienced the difficulties in the days 
gone by, and who note the present trend of public opinion in Persit, cantot believe 
that Persia will ever quite go back to the ol days of intolerance. ‘Too many of her 
leaders have been educated 1m the mission schools for that to happen. And in the

Sir, » f Shiraz, May 14, 1927, 
IN compliance with the instructions in your ciroular telegram No. 7, 1 have the 
honour to submit the following observations and impressions as to. the position 
arising from the denunciation by the Persian Government of the treaties governing 
the exterritorial rights of foreigners in Persia, 

2. As regards the Adliyeh Court, which is still closed at Shiraz, the defects of 
its administration and the narrow limits to which the scope of its jurisdiction has sn 
practice been restricted at Shiraz have already been deseribed—I trust sulleiently-— 
in my despatehies Nos, 41 and 42. ‘The immediate question issuing from the abolition 
of Karguearates and the Adliyeh Court, when reopened, remaining the sole venue 
for cases in which British subjects are concerned, is whether it be desirable that such 
cases should, for a certain or indeterminate period, be watched by a consular olticer 
‘or member of the staff for report to his Legation ad to the process and any injustice 
by the court or undue protraction of the suit, or whether the Persian Goverament wil 

lecline to allow such official attendance. 

Further points are: (a) Whether British subjects summoned or presenting a 
case in the Adliyeh will be compelled to employ a wakil (pleader), or ean plead in 
‘person in Persian, or in their own Janguage if ignorant of Persian.” It is recognised 

y the Persian press and by officials here that a large part of the unsatisfactory, 
‘conuluct of cases in Shiraz has been due to the local pleaders, leeches and unserupulous 
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individuals, to whom the law as so far administered at Shiraz has given far too much 
rope, and who are merely bent on taking money from their clients, while displaying 
their rivalries in interminable argument with each other. From long experience, I 
am,of opinion that any British party to a suit would be well advised to stand on the 
merits of his own case and plead in person. ‘This would, at any rate, throw on the 
Persian jadges the onus of seeing that the British party to a suit was not unduly 
handled ty the pleader of his oppenent. Remains the matter of interpretation in the 
case of a Buropean or Indian not knowing Persian sulliciently well to speak or under- 
stand what was said. As few Persian judges or pleaders have the requisite command, 
or any command at all, of English and Urdu to translate accurately, it does seem 
important that provision be made for an official court interpreter to be present at 
the court, either Persian (if his qualifications in English are sufficient to satisfy the 
‘consular authorities), or that a representative of the consulate concerned knowin; 
sulliciently the two languages may attend for the purpose. It should be remember 
that in Southern Persia few Persians and fewer Europeans and Indians have a 
Working acquaintance with French, the language which Government Departments 
in the north are apt to deem the sole necessary medium for translation. 

(U.) Whether any British subject, not professing the Shiah faith, should be 
obliged to appear before a mujtahid of the Shara Court in any of the processes or acts 
ed by the Adliyeh Court to the Shara authorities.

On this point probate jurisdiction is of particular cogency. Taking firstly the 
European or nouShiah, the die execution and administration of wills of British 
subjects is now a matter for consular jurisdiction under the Orders in Council 
applicable to Persia, while the very laws of succession in the Shariat are on an 
entirely different basis. Who is to deal in futtire with the effects and distribution 
of the property in, Persia of deceased British subjects? T happen to know the 
dilliculties that, can arise from the conflict of Shara and British Taw, because after

SEEING that the Persian courts have been in every way well-ordered and 
reformed and no further ground for objection remains saree ges ‘His Imperial 
Majesty has issued a dectee for the abolition of the Capitulations, ie., the right of 
foreign consuls to act as judges as regards their own subjects, who had litigation 
with Persian subjects, when generally the rights of Persians were trampled unden 
foot by the power and force of the consuls, has been abolished, and the Imperial 
Order has issued that in future all foreign subjects, without exception, are to refer 
to the Adliyeh 

We hope that xenophiles will not be chosen for posts as heads of judicial offices, 
otherwise with the strong actions of the consuls and this xenophilia it will be the 
same story as before, and in the end the rights of Persian subjects will be trampled 
under foot. Up till now the judge against. us was of another race, and perhaps 
from personal uprightness or fear of unjust judgments being noised abroad, ho was 
circumspect. But now that we are our own judges, and that fear has been removed, 
Wo shall be swinging the axe at our own roots. But, all the same, it will remain a

6. Nobody appears to have been moro surprised at his appointment. ag Prime 
Minister than Hedayet himself, It was only in April that he resigned the post of 
Minister of Public Works on his appointment as president of the Court of Appeal. 
Tt appears that the Shah bad had him in view for some little time past, and in a 
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conversation with some Deputies cosnally remarked that he might make a good 
Premier. ‘The Deputies present appear to have cordially endorsed His Majesty's 
remark, wherenpon the Shah sent for Hedayet and asked him to accept the post. His 
Majesty then comrmunicated his views to the Deputies, who held @ secret session, when 
it was found that Hedayet could count on a large majority of followers in the House. 
‘The Majlis is, however, a fickle body and a majority to-day may easily tum into a 
minority to-morrovy, and the general cousensus of opinion is that the present Cabinet 
will not last iiore than a few months,

he intended to instal the Persian doctors only vory gradually. What he desited was 
that the service should remain as it is, but be under the supervision and direction of 
the Persian Health Department.

Memorandum on the Persian Government's Demand for the Abolition 
7 of the Capitulations 


; eens 
THE Manchester Chamber of Commerce represents an important section o 
Balik ahuanereial stots Peni. Tn ids te eee ese 
in. were valued at £077,516, and, constitited appro g 20 
TA Wal British exports to that country. In addition, the chataber’s membership 
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inclades at least one firm with branches in Persia which carry on manufacturing 
operations in the country and export the resultant products to this and other 
‘untries. 

2. ‘The chamber ig not aware of the extent to which the abolition of the 
Capitulations in Persia is dependent upon the free consent of this and other 
European countries. If the British Government is in a position either to insist on the 
Tetention of the Capitulations or to permit thelr abrogation on terms, then the 
chamber urges that the best of reasons exist for a strong attitude on the subject. 

3. Apart altogether from relations between British eubjects and Persian 
subjects, a strong argument may be found in the conduct of the Persian Government 
in their commercial relations with British subjects, Hig Majesty's Government will 
be aware that several Manchester firms have outstanding claims on the Persian 
Government which the latter has never made any genuine attempt to settle equitably 
The chamber feels that a fair and prompt investigation and settlement of all well. 
founded claims should be an essential preliminary to consent on the part of His 
Majesty's, Government to any steps leading to an eventual abrogation of the 
Capitulations, 

4. With regard to relations between private citizens of the two countries, 
the chamber feels that the present condition of the administration of justice in Persia 
is such as to make it impossible for His Majesty's Government to consent to an 
immediate abrogation of the Capitulations, Even with the protection which British 
Subjects enjoy under the Capitulations, legal procedure for the recovery of debt. in 
Persia is unreliable in the extreme, and if the Capitulations were abolished without 
the most extensive safeguards, the position would be so insecure that trading. 
‘operations would be too risky to contemplate. 

5. For those British firms whose business is of such a nature as to necessi 
the maintenance of establishments in Persia the position would be still more serious, 
‘Their property and the freedom and security ofthe resident British subjectsemployad 
by then would be exposed to all Kinds of risk, and they would no longer-be able to rely 
upon the powers which the British consuls are able to exert on their behalf under the 
regime of Capitulations, It is not unlikely that such firms would régard business in 
Persia as too risky to be worth continuing under such conditions—both as regards 
the capital sunk in property and plant and as regards the personal safety of thei 
employees. 

On all grounds of commercial interests, therefore, the chamber considers 
that it should be the object of His Majesty's Government to persuade the Persian 
Government to postpone any steps designed to remove or alter the régime of th 
Capitulations. ‘Their desire to bring about the abrogation of the Capitulations 
might, however, be used ns a lever to encourage them to clear up various questions 
on which their present attitude is unsatisfactory to British intorests, 

7. The chamber has no means of estimating the political aspects of the quest 
nd confines itself to the commercial considerations. One political 
however, which is of major importance to British trade inand with Persia, ‘That isthe 
increasing efforts of the Russian Soviet Government to widen and extend their influenc 
in Persia, It is stated on good authority that Russian cotton goods are being sold in 
Persia. at specially low prices, below, first. cost, purely with a view to establishing 
political and economic dominance, ‘There is no doubt that in some respects they have 
had considerable success, and every step forward made by Russia is at thie expense of 
British commercial relations with Persia, ‘The chamber hopes that His Majesty's 
Government will bear this fact in mind and seek to follow whatever policy is best 
calculated to counter these tendencies. In any case, if the Persian Government 
makes any approach whatsoever to the British Government on the subject, the 
chamber feels that, apart from any question of abrogation of the Capitulations, 
His Majesty's Government should exert the most strenuous endeavours to sec re 
guarantees from the Persian Government designed to safeguard future commercial 
relations, notably in regard to— 


(a.) The settlement of their debts to British subjects,

I HAVE the honour to inform you that there have recently been references in 
the press to a project attributed to Dr. Millspaugh for the abolition of the land tax 
in Persia. and the imposition of an income tax and of some form of monopoly tax on 
various commodities in its place. 

2. I took the opportunity of a conversation with Dr. Millspaugh on the 
Sie Nay Vs ent uicolor itn wheter exch a eclieme was ideas Gal Gouree of prepare: 
tion, He confirmed that this was so, and gave me the following information in regard 
to the proposals. 

3. ‘The present so-called land tax is in reality not what is usually understood 
by this term, but u tithe—that is, a tax of 10 per cent. on incomes derived from land. 
Tlearn from other sources that, though it is supposed to bring in 5 million tomans, 
only about million tomans actually materialise, of which the costs of collection 
swallow tp approximately one-third, ‘The present suggestion is to abolish this and 
to impose an income tax of 10 per cent, on all incomes over 1,000 tomans. Tt was 
his BHAR'a Gin idea to ferdinat lower Micouiea/ which, (ahodlaibe temarkeds rane 
a5 quite large ones in Persia, and to meet the loss caused by this exemption a tobacco 
monopoly has been suggested, to which I will refer later, I expressed doubts to 
Dr, Millspaugh whether in an undeveloped Oriental country such as Persia an 
income tax was a practicable proposition ; it seemed to me impossible to collect such 
a tax impartially; would not merchants in the bazaar and elsewhere adopt every 
conceivable device to conceal their true incomest Ho adinited that. le foresnyy 
difficulties of this nature, but believed that in the course of time a large revenue could 
he obtained in this way 

4. 1 naturally did not mention the Anglo-Persian Oil Company to 
Dr_Millepaugh in this connection, but I suspect that this great potential source of 
revenue was not absent from the minds of His Imperial Majesty, ‘Teymourtache, 
Dr, Millspaugh himself and the others who favour this proposal. By its concession, 
‘the land granted and all products exported are free of all taxation; but I fear that 
the supporters of the income tax project hope by its means to secure, in spite of the 
‘concession,.a rich harvest from this source, It would be interesting to know how the 
amount of the Persian income of the company would be determined, 

5, ‘Three monopolies have also been proposed on opium, matches and tobacco. 
6. L understand that the tax on tobacco would be on the lines of the so-called 
sugar and tea monopoly, A surtax would be placed on imports of tobacco and the 
excise raised to the same level, { am told that the proceeds are estimated at 
24 million tomans. Dr. Millspaugh referred in general terms to such a monopoly; 
the idea, he said, emanated from the Shah and ‘Teymourtache. Personally, he 
‘appeared to anticipate considerable opposition—presumably both in Persia and from 
the treaty Powers. In fact, he showed no enthusiasm for this proposal, and was 
insistent that it did not originate with himselt 

7. These comments of Dr, Millspangh’s also applied to the match monopoly. 
Tt is proposed, I believe, to put.a tax of 1 shahi on each box imported or produced 
Persia at the Tabriz match factory, At a rough estimate, it should bring in 
200,000-800,000 tomans a year: 

8, The proposal for an opinm monopoly, on the other hand, did apparently 
originate with Dr, Millspaugh. “He does not anticipate a great revenue from it, but 
he was, he said, actuated by the conviction that stricter Government control was 
necessary in view of Persin’s obligations towards the League of Nations, ‘The total 
cessation of cultivation is not, in his opinion, desirable or practical, but in the course 
of time the crop should be reduced to the amount required for medicinal purposes 
only. 

9, T learn from elsewhere that it is proposed to devote a considerable amount 
of the inereased revenue anticipated from these measures to the development: of 
agriculture, F ee 

10., You will doubtless inform me in due course of the views of His Majesty's 
Government. on these proposals. ‘They were under the consideration of the late 
Cabinet, and are, U believe, eagerly awaited by the Majlis. 4
